Even"  year,  hundreds  of  Campbell  University  students 
make  that  oh-so-important  walk  across  the  stage  to 
receive  their  diplomas.  They  never  know  the  countless 
hours  of  dedication  and  planning  that  go  into  that 
ceremony.  But  once  the  stage  is  cleared,  the  Registrar’s 
Office  is  hard  at  work  preparing  for  the  next  group  of 
graduates. 

It’s  that  dedication  to  student  success  that  keeps 
Campbell  Registrar  David  McGirt  going.  McGirt  is 
celebrating  40  years  of  service  to  the  University.  As  a 
1967  graduate,  his  love  for  Campbell  is  evident  in  his 
commitment  to  the  job. 

A native  of  Red  Springs  in  Robeson  County,  David 


McGirt  came  to  Campbell  as  a student  to  hone  his  writing 
skills.  He  eventually  served  as  editor  of  the  Creek  Pebbles 
student  newspaper. 

“I  chose  Campbell  because  Campbell  wanted  me.  I 
thought  that  I could  play  tennis  here,  which  I did.  And  I 
was  interested  in  working  with  the  Creek  Pebbles  at  that 
time.,"  said  McGirt.  "I  wanted  to  participate  in  some  things 
that  I knew  I couldn’t  do  at  a much  larger  school.” 

McGirt  says  he's  seen  quite  a few  changes  since  he 
first  came  to  Buies  Creek  and  looks  forward  to  more  changes 
for  the  University  in  the  future. 

“Campbell  has  always  maintained  an  aura  of 
uniqueness,"  he  said.

Upon  graduation  in  1967,  McGirt  went  to  the 
Carolina  Military  Academy  as  Assistant  to  the  Headmaster 
and  Chair  of  the  English  Department.  But  his  ties 
to  Campbell  were  strong  —and  he  was  recruited  as  an 
Admissions  Counselor  for  the  University.  He  then  joined 
the  Registrar’s  Office  as  Assistant  Registrar.  Just  six 
months  later,  however,  illness  forced  the  current  Registrar 
to  retire,  and  McGirt  became  Registrar,  a position  he’s  held 
ever  since. 

University  Comptroller  A1  Hardison  served  as 
Associate  Registrar  alongside  McGirt  upon  graduating  in 
1974.  “David  is  one  of  the  hardest  working  and  most  loyal 
individuals  that  works  here,”  said  Hardison.  “He  really  has 
the  interest  of  the  students  at  heart.  He’s  a very  dedicated 
person  and  an  even  better  friend.” 

Over  the  years,  the  Registrar’s  Office  has 
changed  dramatically.  Detailed  index  cards  with  student 
information  have  been  replaced  with  complex  computer 
databases. 

But  McGirt  says  there’s  one  key  to  his  success;  “I 
try  to  surround  myself  with  good  people  and  let  them  work 
and  fortunately  I’ve  made  good  choices.  I wouldn’t  trade 
this  staff  for  the  world."

ii|  Campbell’s  College  of  Pharmacy  and  Health 
Sciences  has  been  one  of  the  nations  best  since  its 
establishment  in  1985,  and  now  the  possibihty  of  adding 
a College  of  Osteopathic  Medicine  at  Campbell  has  been 
under  active  consideration  for  almost  a year.  On  August 
4th,  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  authorize  a feasibility 
study  of  the  program.  A charter  class  is  supposed  to 
begin  in  August  of  2013.  The  trustees  approved  funding 
for  the  employment  of  a dean,  consultants,  architectural 
planning,  and  the  necessary  resources  to  conduct  the 
feasibility  study.  A decision  is  expected  no  later  than  May 
2011.  Robert  J.  “Bob”  Barker,  Chair  of  the  Campbell 
Board  of  Trustees,  reported  “the  Board  of  Trustees  were 
unanimous  in  their  support  of  the  feasibility  study  and 
very  positive  about  the  possibility  of  an  osteopathic 
medical  school  at  Campbell.”  Osteopathic  Physicians 


are  Hcensed  to  practice  medicine  in  all  fifty  states  of  the 
United  States  with  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities 
of  medical  doctors.  More  than  eight  hundred 
osteopathic  physicians  currently  practice  medicine  in 
North  Carolina.  Colleges  of  Osteopathic  Medicine  are 
located  in  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida, 
Tennessee,  Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  Michigan,  Ohio, 
and  Oklahoma.

Such  is  the  case 
of  the  Spring  2011  Spanish  202  curriculum.  Past  Campbell  students  were 
happy  to  take  the  202  level  course  because  it  meant  that  they  would  have  the 
opportunity  to  study  the  diverse  cultures  of  Latin  America.  This  is  considered 
the  most  entertaining  level  of  Spanish  for  most  non-Spanish  major  students. 
This  year,  however,  the  focus  of  the  class  was  not  culture,  but  grammar.  The 
Spanish  Department  adopted  a new  textbook  and  workbook  for  the  course  that 
is  produced  for  elementary  level  grammar  classes  in  Spain.

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Finding  new  ways  to  teach 

To  teach  Civil  War  history  to  elementary  and  middle  grade  students,  Campbell 
University  student  teachers  will  resort  to  just  about  anything,  including  a YouTube 
video  portraying  the  Battle  of  Bentonville.  The  video  is  one  of  a series  of  clues 
included  in  a lesson  plan  created  by  Campbell  student  teachers  Shannon  Batten 
and  Lancy  Whiteman.  Hidden  in  geo-cache  containers,  the  classroom  students  are 
required  to  discover  the  clues  using  GPS  devices  on  loan  from  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Public  Instruction.  In  the  process  of  discovering  the  clues,  students 
are  able  to  analyze  and  evaluate  events  of  the  Civil  War  and  their  impact  on  North 
Carolina  history. 

The  lesson  plan  is  just  one  of  dozens  created  by  Campbell  University  pre- 
service teachers  in  collaboration  with  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  project,  “Integrating  Technology  into  the  Social  Studies  Classroom.” 
They  are  posted  on  the  DPI  website  for  use  by  other  teachers  as  a learning  resource. 


“For  many  of  the  student  teachers,  it 
was  their  first  introduction  to  the  GPS 
tracking  system.  After  they  learned  how 
to  use  the  system,  they  designed  their  own 
lesson  plans  using  media  and  curriculum 
materials,”  Sarah  Steele,  Curriculum/ 
Media  Librarian  at  Campbell  said.  “The 
student  teachers  were  allowed  to  revise 
their  lesson  plans  for  publication  on  the 
website.” 

“Students  are  really  excited  about  the 
GPS  activity,”  said  Dr.  Lorae  Roukema, 
coordinator  of  Middle  Grade  Education 
at  Campbell.  “It  actively  engages  their 
minds  and  their  imaginations.”

seminar  series. 

A tormer  superintendent  ot  the  Wake  County  Public 
School  Svstem,  INIcNeal  is  a veteran  educator  who 
has  dealt  with  the  copious  challenges  facing  today’s 
educators. 

“We  need  to  prepare  students  for  future  jobs  and 
technologies  that  don’t  even  exist  today,”  McNeal 
explained.  “As  little  as  16  years  ago,  no  one  predicted 
the  invention  of  the  iPod  or  the  MP3.  You  tell  me  how 
we  can  predict  future  technologies  today.” 

"Although  teachers  can’t  predict  the  future,  they 
can  adopt  teaching  methods  that  will  help  ensure 
student  success,"  McNeal  added.  This  method  can  be 
summarized  in  the  words  “Rigor,”  “Relevance”  and 
“Relationships.” 

“Rigor  is  about  figuring  out  where  your  children  are 
and  how  you  can  challenge  them.  Relevance  is  making 
learning  relate  to  the  world  students  live  in.  And 
relationships,  if  you  have  no  relationship  with  young 
people,  the  message  you’re  sending  them  is  that  they 
aren’t  going  to  get  your  best  effort,”  McNeal  said. 

The  award  of  a S400  million  federal  grant  to  fund 
Governor  Bev  Purdue’s  initiative  on  career  and  college 
for  students  will  make  the  North  Carolina  education 
system  more  competitive,  McNeal  explained.  The 
program  will  not  only  provide  standards  of  excellence 
for  students  and  prepare  them  for  college  or  technical 
training,  but  it  will  evaluate  teachers  as  well.

“And,  as  future  teachers,  you  get  to  inherit  all  of  this!” 
he  said.  “But  in  my  opinion,  this  is  an  exciting  time 
in  public  education.  If  you’re  successful,  students  will 
recognize  you  in  the  mall  or  some  other  place  and 
introduce  you  to  their  parents.  You’ll  be  known  in  that 
household,  and  that’s  about  as  close  to  immortality  as 
you  can  get.” 

Bill  McNeal  became  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
North  Carolina  Association  of  School  Administrators 
in  2006,  after  retiring  from  his  post  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Wake  County  Public  School  System.  In  his 
current  role,  he  leads  the  membership  association  that 
serves  almost  7,000  public  school  administrators  from 
all  115  school  districts  in  North  Carolina.  He  is  one  of  •- 
seven  national  keynote  speakers  for  the  International 
Center  for  Leadership  in  Education  and  in  2009,  he 
co-authored  the  book,  “A  School  District’s  Journey  to 
Excellence:  Lessons  from  Business  and  Education,”  with 
Tom  Oxholm.

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New  Music  Ministry  track  unveiled 

The  Campbell  Divinity  School  has  introduced  a new  Master  of  Divinity  concentration  that 
addresses  a desperate  need  in  many  churches-  a Minister  of  Music. 

Although  the  Masters  of  Divinity  with  Church  Music  concentration  has  been  on  the  drawing 
board  for  a couple  of  years,  it  was  enhanced  by  the  addition  of  a new  worship  facility,  the  Anna 
Gardner  and  Robert  B.  Butler  Chapel,  and  a majestic  new  pipe  organ  containing  1,198  individual 
pipes  and  58  ranks  of  digital  sounds. 

"I  believe  strongly  that  the  pendulum  has  begun  to  swing  back  toward  traditional  church  music," 
said  Larry  Dickens,  adjunct  instructor  of  church  music  and  music  concentration  coordinator.  "We 
want  to  prepare  our  students  for  worship  leadership  in  the  21st  century." 

"The  goal  of  the  program, " said  Dickens,  "is  to  engage  future  worship  leaders  in  a process  of  spiritual  formation  and 
skill  development.  "The  church  music  concentration  values  the  traditions  of  church  music,  while  acknowledging  current 
trends  in  contemporary  worship  and  emergent  movements,  " he  said. 

"Music  ministry  is  absolutely  as  important  as  any  ministry,"  Dickens  said.  "It  is  tied  to  worship  in  an  inseparable  way. 
"We  believe  that  music  is  a tool  for  ministry  and  should  be  used  as  a means  of  discipleship." 

A minimum  of  18  hours  is  required  to  complete  the  concentration  as  part  of  the  three-year  Master  of  Divinity  degree 
program.  Courses  include:  Introduction  to  Music  Ministry,  Advanced  Worship  Ministry,  Hymnody,  Choral  and  Solo 
Literature  for  Music  Ministry,  Conducting,  Advanced  Practicum  in  Worship  and  Spiritual  Formation,  Music  Ministry 
with  Children  and  Youth  and  Applied  Studies  in  Organ,  Piano,  Voice  or  their  instruments. 

"I'm  very,  very  pleased  to  be  a part  of  this  program  and  lay  a foundation  for  something  that  is  new  and  desperately 
needed,"  Dickens  said,  adding  that  the  goals  of  the  program  are  to  establish  an  endowed  chair  and  to  partner  with 
churches  in  the  community  as  sources  for  visiting  lecturers,  internships  and  financial  support.

Carpenters,  electricians,  painters  and  building  engineers  are 
putting  the  finishing  touches  on  Campbell  Universitv's  new 
Ph\'sician  Assistant  (P.A.)  tacilin',  tormerlv  the  site  of  the 
Carrie  Rich  ^lemorial  Library.  The  $450,000  renovation  was 
completed  on  budget  and  has  been  approved  for  occupancy. 

"The  building  is  as  modern  as  possible  to  support  the 
latest  educational  technology  while  preserving  the  unique 
architectural  design  and  teatures  ot  the  original  construction,” 
said  Da\'id  Coniglio,  INIPA,  PA-C,  Academic  Coordinator 
and  associate  professor  for  the  P.A.  program. 


Maintaining  the  integrirv  of  the  classical  1920s  architectural 
srvle,  the  facilin'  features  a domed  ceiling  and  the  original  tile 
floor  in  the  enmavat'.  A spacious  40-seat  classroom  is  located 


in  the  building’s  left  wing  off  the  entryway,  while  student 
study  areas  and  a granite  topped  reception  desk  are  located 
off  the  right  entryway.  The  building  contains  four  smaller 
classrooms  outfitted  with  Smart  Boards  for  seminar  or  small 
group  instruction.  A physical  diagnosis  lab  is  configured  as 
an  open  space  replete  with  12  examination  tables  and  related 
equipment  and  partitioned  curtained  examination  areas. There 
are  four  clinical  rooms  set  up  to  look  like  an  actual  physician’s 
office  with  examination  tables,  and  related  equipment  and 
audio/visual  capability  for  monitoring  students’  performance. 

Also  highlighting  the  building  floor  plan  are  several  student 
study  areas,  complete  with  Smart  Boards,  and  faculty  and 
administrative  offices.  The  P.A.  program  is  scheduled  to 
launch  in  August  2011.

The  second  phase  calls 
for  stadium  expansion  to  nearly  2000,  of 
which  515  will  be  premium  chair-back  seats, 
plus  new  concession  and  press  areas.

February  14  - Love  was  in  the  air,  spirits  were  high — and 
Campbell  was  under  construction  again.  On  Valentine’s  Day, 
the  intersection  of  Main  Street  and  Leslie  Campbell  Avenue 
was  shut  down  for  construction  of  a second  roundabout. 

The  roundabout  intersection  is  designed  to  decrease  the  risk 
of  accidents  as  well  as  direct  traffic  flow  to  save  motorists 
time  that  would  be  spent  waiting  at  a stoplight.  Jim  Roberts, 

Vice  President  for  Business  and  Treasurer,  feels  the  first 
roundabout  has  accomplished  just  that. 

“The  first  project  has  been  a great  success  with  no  accidents  and  a much  smoother  flow  of  traffic,”  Roberts  said. 

In  addition  to  a less  complicated  construction,  the  roundabout  wiU  reduce  speed  to  15-20  miles  per  hour.  T-bone  or 
head-on  collisions  can  be  reduced  by  40  percent,  according  to  a study  of  24  intersections  that  the  Insurance  Institute  on 
Highway  Safety  (IIHS)  conducted.  Roundabouts  also  reduce  the  rate  of  injuries  from  crashes  to  70  percent,  something 
the  study  also  found. 

With  the  closed  intersection,  students  wiU  have  to  rethink  their  route  to  class  over  the  next  few  months,  until  the  project 
is  completed  in  May  2011.

Any  tips  for  incoming  basketball  players  to  Campbell? 

I would  advise  players  that  being  a student  and  a basketball  player  at  the  collegiate  level  is 
a full-time  job.  There  wiU  be  several  changes  that  a player  adapts  to  when  they  make  the 
transition  between  high  school  and  college.  If  you  keep  a positive  attitude,  pay  attention  in  the 
classroom,  manage  your  time  properly,  and  listen  very  carefuUy  to  your  coaches,  you'll  be  headed 
"1  for  success.
